NATIONAL STUDENT COALITION AGAINST RACISM 
(BOSTON CHAPTER)

The issues in the fight for school 
desegregation in Boston are clear: Will 


the Black community, which so long has - 


been forced to send their children to 
inferior schools, succeed in its fight for 
equal education? Given the forced 
inequality in the public school system 
where Black students receive the worst 
education possible and the segregated 
housing patterns in the city, the only 
practical way to alleviate this situation is 
through busing. 

However, the issue simply does not 
begin and end with the fight for equal 
education by the Black community. The 
fight is an anti-racist struggle. The 
racist, “anti-busing” movement repre- 
sents an attack not only upon the right of 
_ the Black community regarding the 
struggle for equal education, but upon all 
democratic rights of Black people. This 
was clearly borne out on August 15 when 


Blacks and their supporters were 
viciously attacked at Carson Beach by 
racists during an effort to reassert the 
right of all people to use this public 
beach. 

To support the struggle for school 
desegregation in Boston and to defend 
Black democratic rights nationally, the 
Second National Student Conference 
Against Racism has been called for on 
October 10-12 at Northeastern Univer- 
sity’s Cabot Gym. The conference is 
initiated by the National Student 
Coalition Against Racism (NSCAR). 
NSCAR is the largest anti-racist group 
in the country with 60 chapters on 
college and high school campuses. At 
NSCAR’s founding conference last 
February at Boston University, the 
2,000 students gathered and voted to 
support the NAACP-sponsored national 
march on May 17 in support of school

desegregation. This demonstration drew 
15,000 people. 

The NSCAR Conference promises to be 
one of the most historic in the student 
movement. A special topic to be covered 
at the conference will be a special set of 
workshops on budget cuts and tuition 
hikes. This issue concerns all students, 
but especially Black students who are 
the ones who can least afford new hikes 
and more budget cuts which always hit
